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VICHY CHIEF PLEDGES COLLABORATION WITH REICH 


Petain Will Work With Nazis 


Former Governor-General Dies 


VICHY, France, Aug. 12.— 
(AP)—Marshal Petain, Vichy 
chief of state, committed 
himself to full collaboration 
with Germany in a radio ad- 
dress to the French nation 
tonight, a fey hours after 
his vice-premier, Admiral 
Jean Darlan, had been given 
supreme military power in 
the Vichy regime. 

The aged marshal ranged him- 
eelf squarely on the side of Ger- 
many in the fight against Russia, 
which he sald was 8 “defence in 
the east of civilization” and was 
a battle which could “change the 
map of the world.” 


Petain personally appealed to the 
United States for understanding 
and to the French people for their 
co-operation, 


ADMITS FAILURE 

He admitted that his so-called 
national revolution had failed of 
its aims 80 far. 

In committing himself to full 
collaboration with Germany, Pe- 
tain said that centuries of quarrel- 
ing with France's eastern neighbor 
had to give way to a larger per- 
spective which “by our activity can 
open up a reconciled continent.” 

The marshal declared frankly 
“that is the alm toward which 
we are heading.” 

In a broadcast to the French 
people, which was the most sensa- 
tional development in Vichy since 
the ouster of former Premier 
Pierre Laval as his political heir 
last Dec. 12, Petain declared he 
had given Darlan  exceptiona! 
powers despite the fact public 
opinion “never was always favor- 
able nor always fair” to the 
admiral. 


APPEAL TO U. 8. 

Out ‘of a clear sky Petain appeal- 
ed to the United States, saying: 

“I would like to recall to the 
great American public the reasons 
why it has no reasons to fear a 
decline of French ideals. Certainly 
our parliamentary policy is dead. 
But it never had more than a little 
in common with the democracy of 
the United States. As for the in- 
stinct of liberty—that lives always 
with us, proud and strong.” 

He went on: 

“The American Press has often 
misjudged us. Let it now make 
an effort to understand the qual- 
ity of our souls; the destiny of a 
nation whose soll was—during the 
course of history — periodically 
ravaged; its youth decimated; its 
well-being troubled by the weak- 
ness of Europe, in whose recon- 
struction France intends today to 
participate.” 

Speaking in the strongest terms, 
the Marsha] made an obvious effort 
to pul] the French together behind 
his government. 

FOOD SUPPLY FAILS 

He mentioned particularly the 
failure of food suppty and stated 
that the question was one of the 
most important for France at the 
moment. 

Without mentioning the recent 
ouster of Food Supply Minister 
Jean Achard by name, the Marshal 
told the nation that “I have already 
taken sanctions and struck at an 
entire system in the person of a 
single man: that of national distri- 
bution centres which have assured 
the great commercial agents of ex- 
clusive and usurious control of ull 
questions of food supply to the 
detriment of the producer and con- 
sumer.”

Marquess Of Willingdon, 
Former Governor-General 


Of Canada, Dies In London 


LONDON, Aug. 12.—(CP)—The Marquess of Willing- 
don, former Governor-General of Canada, died here today. 


He was 74. 


Lord Willingdon, the firet Gev- 
ernor-General of Canada te rep- 
resent the King and not the 
British Government, was in Ot- 
tawa from 1926 until 1931 when 
he was appointed Viceroy of 
India. 


He was born Sept. 12, 1866 and 
was educated at° Eton and Cam- 
bridge. 

His first important diplomatic 
post was Governor of Bombay, 
where he was Stationed from 1912 
until 1919 when he was appointed 
Governor of Madras. 


GAINED BACKGROUND 

These early years in India gave 
him a valuable background for his 
term as Viceroy, particularly be- 
Cause his term was marked by the 
civil disobedience campajgn of 
Mahatma Gandhi which he was 
credited with check-mating. 

Lord Willingdon returned to 
Britain in 1936 and was made a 
Marquess. 


* In 1938, with Lady Willingdon, 


he went te South America on a 
cultural mission and in November, 

1940, he went again, this time as 

leader of a trade mission. 

In Feb., 1941, during the trip to 
South America, his health broke 
down and he was forced to return 
to Britain. 

Since then, his health has been 
poor and nearly two weeks ago he 
developed pneumonia from which 
he never recovered. 


He is succeeded by his only sur-: 


viving son, Viscount Ratendone, 
who was born in 1899.

The Daily Star bulletin deciar- | north were listed as Kakisalmi, on 


BRITISH QUARTERS WARN 


Japs Can Have War, Peace 


By The Canadian Press 
Swift - breaking develop- 
ments in the Far East crisis 
today indicated that events 
were moving inexorably near- 
er the explosion point. 


In Lendon, authoritative quar- 
ters declared bluntly that “if 
Japan wants war in the Pacific 
there will be war, if she wants 
peace there will be peace.” 

In Tokyo, the militarist news- 
paper Kokumin said the United 
States and Great Britain had been 
warned that any further united 
anti-British pressure would bring 
about “nothing but the worst situa- 
tion” and that Japan was bent on 
pushing ahead with her new order 
in East Asia. 

THREAT TO AUSTRALIA 

In Melbourne, Australia’s Prime 
Minister R. G. Menzies called his 
war cabinet into a second extra- 
ordinary session, and Opposition 
Leader J. H. Curtin commented 
solemnly; 

“The time has come when Aus- 
tralia asks loyal and devoted 
service from her sons. I put it as 
plainly as 1 can te every Aus- 
tralian that the safety of this 
country fa at stake.” 

In Washington, Senator Walter 
George of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee said “It defin- 
itely is in the range of possibility” 
that the United States might break 
off all commercial relations with 
Japan. 

JAPAN “CONCERNED” 

In Shanghai, the Japanese army 
spokesman, Lt.-Col. Kunio Aka- 
yama, declared his government 
was gravely concerned over the 
possibility that Russia’s big Pacific 
port of Vladivostok might become 
“America’s first line of defence 
against Japan.” 

“With the United States follow- 
ing a virtual policy of encircle- 
ment of Japan, it is only natural 
that Japan is concerned that Am- 
erican arms and munitions might 
reach the Soviet Siberian forces,” 
he said. 

Akiyama asserted that current 
Japanese military preparations in 
Manchukuo, where upward of 500,-' 
000 Japanese troops are reported 
massing along the Soviet frontier, 
were “purely defensive.” 


ATTITUDE SAME 

Koh Ishii, Japanese cabinet 
spokesman, expressed grave con- 
cern over any shipments of United 
States war materials to Russia via 
Vladivostok. 

“Japan wishes that the United 
States would not send munitions,” 
he declared. “Japan desires peace 
in the Pacific, and so Japan ts 
watching such shipments with ur- 
gent concern.” 

He said Japan's attitude would be 
the same whether the supplies were 
sent in United States or Russian 
freighters.

In Plane Crash 


MONTREAL, Aug. 12.—(CP)— 
The Royal Air Force ferry com- 
mand announced today the deaths 
of 22 men, eight of them from 
Canada, in a flying accident in 
the United Kingdom last Satur- 
day. Seven were from the Unit- 
ed States, 

The brief announcement gave no 
further details and officials of the 
ferry command, which handles the 
flying of bombers to Britain, de- 
clined to say whether the aircraft 
had been en route to or from this 
continent. 

(However, a London dispatch re- 
porting that the plane crashed on a 
hillside just after leaving a Bri- 
tish airport led to belief here that 
the airéraft was bound for Canada 
with crews to fly bombers back to 
Britain. 

The death list included 11 cap- 
tains, 10 radio operators and a 
flying engineer. 

Six of the dead were from the 
United Kingdom while another was 
from Australia.

MOSCOW, Aug. 18—(AP)— 
Soviet Russia, in an effort te unite 
all Slavs against Germany, has 
come forward with a broad pre- 
posal of self-rule by Slavonic pee- 
ples scattered over the face of 
Europe and part of Asia. 

The Kremlin's program, which 
contrasts sharply with the antient 
doctrine of Pansiavism whereby 
Slavs would have a large measure 
of political solidarity, was advanced 
at a current Moscow meeting of ree ~ 
presentatives of various Slav states. 

“The hour has struck when the 
whole Slav world must unite for the 

earliest and final destruction of 
German Fascism,” said a Soviet 
statement addressed to all Slavs. 


TOLSTO! GIVES POLICY 

In advancing the Soviet program, 
it said, however: 

“We have a common, passionate 
and all-embracing aspiration — that 
Slav as well as other peoples could 
peacefully and freely develop with- 
in their state systems. 

“We resolutely and firmly reject 
the very idea of Panslavism as 8 
thoroughly reactionary srend pre- 
foundly hostile te the lefty pur- 
pose of the equality of peoples 
and national development ef all 
states, which was utilised by 
Russian Tsarism for its imperial- 
istic alms.” 

The Soviet policy was enunciated 
at the Moscow meeting by Alexei 
Tolstoi, author and grandson of 
Novelist Count Leo Tolstoi. He 
spoke as represcntative of Russia to 
Russians, Ukrainians, White Rus- 
sians, Poles, Czechs, Slovaks, Serbs, 
Croats, Slovenes, Bulgarians, Mace- 
donians, Carpathians and Montene- 


grins, 
Panslavism, with which the Czars 


toyed and about which they did 
little, went out the window when ~ 
the Bolsheviks seized power in 
Russia. 

This doctrine, that all Slavonic 

peoples should have as large & 
measure ss possible of political 
solidarity, came to the fore prom- 
inently in the 17th century as the 
result of the werk of a Croat 
Catholic priest, Jurij Kirzanic.

A new Nazi stab is reported in 
the north, It is reported reaching 
Soltsi. west of Lake Ilmen and 

about 120 miles south of Leningrad. 
Soltsi appears to be an important 
rail junction. 

The Soltsi advance is far more 
of a threat to Leningrad than the 
Nazi spearhead in the Kholm re- 
gion on the Lovat river south of 
Lake Iimen. Yet at Kholm the 
German air force would have 
high-ground bases available to 
hammer at both Leningrad and 
Moscow through the winter. It 
could blast at the many important 
rail junctions even east of the 
Volga. That is a further indica- 
tion that Hitler is preparing for a 
winter war in the east.

Ship Turns Back 

TOKYO, Aug. 12— (AP) — The 
Japanese steamship Asama Maru, 
which had been en route to San 
Francisco with an undetermined 
number of Americans and a big 
silk cargo, has turned back toward 
Japan, Koh Ishii, cabinet informa- 
tion bureau spokesman, said today. 


A teapot yard engine bleated 
twice and rattled back down the 
switch track for another load of 
plane parts from Great Britain.

“buttoning up” aircraft parts and 
salvaging bits of discarded equip- 
ment that otherwise would have to 
be scrapped. 

Most of the planes put back to- 
gether here are of English manu- 
faeture—the bulk of them shark- 
nosed Fairey Battles and lumbering 
Avro-Ansons, 


COMMANDING OFFICER 

As commanding officer of the unit 
is Squadron Leader H. Pollard, vet- 
eran of the R.A.F. in 1914-8, 30 
years flying and half a dozen text 
books to his credit. In the early days 
of flying in South America, Pollard 
and a group of English pilots were 
among the first to carry the mail 
across the Andes—in patched up 
hybrid planes made from parts of 
various type of aircraft, When it 
comes to assembly and making the 
most out of the least—he would be 
a hard man to beat, The rate at 
which production has skyrocketed 
here proves that. 

He is a man of medium build, 
sharp-cyed, and vigorous, He came 
back from retirement at the out- 
break of war to offer his experience 


to the Empire Air Plan. 

With Pollard, I started my tour 
of the plant at the spur track 
where aircraft were being un- 
loaded from the flatcars and end- 
ed with flights in two planes that 
had just been assembled and was 
ready for rigorous alr tests before 
being put back into service here 
in Canada’s air schools.

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Turks Suggest 
Major Shakeup

Time For Greatest Effort; No * 


One Can Win the War For 
Us But Ourselves 


By HAROLD L. WEIR 

One of these days, Russian resistance is 
going to break a little and an unholy wave 
cf pessimism will sweep over the entire 
British Empire. 

That is because the people of the 
Empire, against all common sense and 
reason and against their own better judg- 
ment, have let themselves fall into ¢ 
way of thinking that 
somebody can win the 
war for us besides our- 
selves, 

The British govern- 
ment has not tumbled 
into this error. 

It is quite evident that 
Mr. Churchill and his 
colleagues are making 
desperate attempts to in- 
spire a supreme British 
rig ageipes ire Ra ye 
t is quite evident tha 
Harold L. Welr Mr. Churchill! expects to 
face many difficult problems and equally 
difficult situations before Hitler is beaten. 
He has obviously not relinquished the 
notion that, Russian campaign or no Rus- 
sian campaign, Britain is in deadly danger 
of an invasion attempt some time this 


year. 

But Mr. Churchill’s sober grasp of the 
situation is plainly not shared by millions 
of hysterical optimists in this country and 
possibly in Britain who read into Russian 
successes the doom of Adolf Hitler with- 
out any further effort on their own part. 

It is a grotesque dream from which we 
are going. to awaken, one of these days, 
with a dismayed start. 


If Russia Wins 


Even if Russia wins the contest with 
Germany, it will not be the kind of victory 
that can possibly offer us a Mipedahis 2 
It will be a victory bought at the expense 
of scorched fields, razed cities and a 
desolated countryside. : 

The city of Smolensk is a typical case 
in point. 

For many days the fate of Smolensk 
was a mystery. Both the Russians and the 
Germans claimed victory there. 

What actually happened was this: 

When the Germans came into 
Smolensk, they found only a shell of a 
city. It was burned and deserted. 

Thus, both sides were correct in their 


“claims to victory. Actually, the Germans 


had taken the place. But the Russians had 
seen to it that there was nothing there to 
take. Both had won. 

The same thing could be repeated 
throughout Russia. 

The Germans will prokeniy take. the 
Ukraine. But there will be no crop. The 
may drive into the Caucasus. -But the oil 
wells will be blown up. 

There is nothing, however, to prevent 
the Germans from raising a crop in the 
Ukraine next year or drilling new wells 
in the Caucasus—factors that in the long 
course of a long war must tell against 
Britain. : 

We must remember that cities mean 
nothing to the Russians who are anciently 
and essentially a nomad people. Thus, 
preparations are cheerfully being made to 
destroy Moscow and Leningrad if the 
Germans get too close. In the capital, the 
Muscovites are actually being drilled in 
the destruction of buildings if Moscow has 
to be abandoned, — 

We may take it as a fact that, no mat- 
ter how gallant their defenge and how 
surprisingly efficient has been their war 
machine, the Russians hope for no better 
victory than this. 

It is a vietory that may satisfy the 
Russians, It ig not a victory that wil) do 
us much good. ; 


British Gains 
It would be foolish to deny, of course, 


that the Russian embroilment has inflicted. 


tremendous losses on the Germans and has 
created magnificent opportunities for the 
British, 

The Germans are weakened and we are 
strengthened by it. 

But we have got to seize our opportun- 
ities and elinch the victory for ourselves. 
We must not delude ourselves into think- 
ing that Hitler wil) bleed to death of the 
Russian-inflicted wounds unless we our- 
selves administer the coup de grace. 

The British government is fully aware 
of the sense of the situation. The British 
people, including oyrselves, are not. 

¢t is not the governments thet must 
meke the effort, but we, the people.

At times the 
trace one. particular 
item of food which he soon learns 
to avoid, and this same item of food 
may have no effect whatever upon 
another person. [However there are 
certain foods which are known to 
be gas-forming and these include 
garlic, onions, cooked cabbage 
brussels sprouts and so on, I have 
seen cases where immediate relief 
was experienced when these foods 
were avoided. Then again, if the 
intake of food is too great, even 
though the food is good, the inclina- 
tion will be to impede digestion by 
overloading the capacity of the 
gastro-intestinal tract. One of the 
most common causes of gas may be 
traced to bad and inharmonious 


food combinations. It has been 
established as 4 definite fact that 
an excessive intake of the starchy 
foods promotes fermentation, espe- 
cially if they are used with the 
proteins. The best plan is to select 
libera! quantities of the fresh leafy 
greens in both the cooked and raw 
forms, avoiding the sugers and 
starches at least for a‘time, Fresh 
fruils may be used, and these may 
be stewed without sugar, or eaten 
raw. A daily portion of lean meat 
may be used, but should be pre 
pared in any manner except by fry 
ing. Sausages and other prepared 
meats should be avoided.

When preparing whole fruit, 
match-mates (in size) should be 
chosen, but your knife can size the 
lot when you work with the com- 
paratively inexpensive “run-of-the- 
orchard” fruits. Discard al) bruis- 
ed and soft spots, Never cook 
more than three or four quarts at a 
time. - Hard fruits should be wash- 
ed, pared or peeled, cored or sliced, 
diced, crushed, grated or ground 
and shredded, Cherries should be 
pitted before washing. Pick over 
blackberries before washing and 
drain well. Stemmed fruits, like 
grapes, currants and elderberries, 
should be washed before stems are 
temoved. 


SWEET-PICKLED PEACH 
AND PEAR SLICES 
(About 7 half-pint jars) 

Six cups (2% pounds) prepared 
peaches, 6 cups (2 pounds) prepar- 
ed pears, 1 cup water, 6 cups (2 
pounds, 10 ounces) sugar, 2 cups 
cider vinegar, % teaspoon sult, 6 
sticks (4-inch) cinnamon, 1% tea- 
spoons whole cloves. 

Wash and peel about 3% pounds 
firm, ripe peaches. Remove pits 
and cut lengthwise in thin slices. 
Wash and pare about 3% pounds 
firm, ripe pears. Remove cores 
and cut lengthwise in thin slices. 
Weigh or measure each into pre- 
serving kettle. Add sugar, vine- 
gar, salt, and spices tied in cheese- 
cloth bag. Mix well. Bring to a 
boil, stirring only until sugar is 
dissolved. Boil rapidly until syrup 
is thick. Add fruits. Bring slowly 
to a boil and boil about 15 minutes, 
or until frbits are clear and syrup 
is somewhat thick, stirring fre- 
quently to prevent scorching. Re- 
move spice bag and skim. Pour 
into clean, hot, sterilized jars and 
seal at once. 


SWEET-PICKLED PLUMS 
AND WATERMELON RIND 
(About 6 half-pint jars) 

Four cups (1% pounds) prepared 
watermelon rind, 1 teaspoon salt, 4 
cups (1% pounds) prepared plums, 
6 cups (2: pounds, 10 ounces) sugar, 
% cup water, 3 cups cider. vinegar, 

, % ttaspoon salt, 6 sticks (4-inch) 
“cinnamon, 1 teaspoon whole cloves. 

Remove green skin and all pink 
portion from the rind of firm but 
not overripe watermelon. Put 
through foodchopper, using coarse 
knife. Weigh or measure into ket- 
tle and cover with cold water, Add 
1 teaspoon’ salt and let stand over- 
night. ‘Drain and cover with fresh 
water. Bring to a boil and simmer, 
covered, about 1 hour, or until ten- 
der, Drain. Wash and remove pits 
from about 2. pounds firm, ripe 
plums. Cut into quarters, weigh 
or measure. 

Combine sugar, water, vinegar, 4% 


preserving kettle. Mix well. Bring 
to a boil, stirring oMly until sugar 
is dissolved. Boil rapidly about 5 
minutes, or until syrup is thick. 
Add watermelon rind and plums. 
Bring slowly to a boil and simmer 
about 20 minutes, or until fruit 
and rind are clear and syrup is 
somewhat thick, stirring frequently 
to prevent scorching. Skim. Pour 
into clean, hot, sterilized: jars, di- 
viding spices among jars. Sea) at 
once. 


SWEET-PICKLED CRANBERRIES 
AND PEARS 
(About 7 half-pint jars) 

Four cups (1 pound) cranberries, 
6 cups (2% pounds) prepared pears, 
6 cups (2 pounds, 10 ounces) sugar, 
1% cups cider vinegar, 2-3 cup 
water, % teaspoon salt, 6 sticks 
(4-ineh) cinnamon, 1% teaspoons 
whole cloves, 

Pick over and wash cranberries. 
Weigh or measure. Wash and pgre 
about 4 pounds firm, ripe pears. 
Remove cores, dice, and weigh or 
measure. Mix sugar, vinegar, water, 
salt, and spices tied in cheesecloth 
bag in large preserving kettle.
